BIG GRAIN YIELDS 


THROUGHOUT STATE 


Badger Farmers Will Harvest Record 


. Crops Despite Storm« Says 


• Professor Moore.

Madison, Wis., August 9.—Wisconsin 
will harvest tecord crops this fall de- 
spite the had storms o£ the summer 
season, according to H. A. Moore of 
the agronomy department of the col- 
lege of agriculture. 
The rains will 
make harvesting 
more 
difficult, of 
course, and will probably injure their 
quality to some extent, but the yields 
of barley, wheat, rye and oats through- 
out the state are expected to be as 
large as last year. 
"Most of the rye, wheat and barley 
had already filled before the storm 
broke," said Professor Moore, "and so 
I do not apprehend that as much dam- 
age has been done as was at first sus- 
pected. With modern methods of har- 
vesting and a little' extra labor it will 
be possible for the farmer to cut his 
grain even though it may be lodged 
pretty badly,, as it is in -many in- 
instances." 
The discoloration of the grain re- 
sulting from-the-abundance of moist- 
ure will not cause a great loss, Profes- 
sor Moore believes, as most of the 
grain is marketed through the 'farm 
animals of the state. 
"I think that when the tlireshlng re- 
ports- come in we will find that the 
yield of grain this year will surpass 
that of last year," he said. 
A larger acreage of clover and alfal- 
fa has just been harvested than ever 
before, he added. The new seedings of 
clover and alfalfa look exceedingly 
favorable as they do better in cool 
moist weather than in hot weather. 
Corn is behind but is coming along 
rapidly now.

Panama, Aug. 9!— The gold employ-' 
es of the Panama Canal have about 
completed an organization for the 
purpose of looking after their inter- 
ests in Washington and on the isth- 
mus relative to conditions of employ- 
ment and other matters. One of the 
chief objects will be to 
look 
after 
measures to be brought before Con- 
gress regarding longevity pay. 
The organization has not yet been 
given a name, but it probably will be 
known as the Panama Canal Employ- 
es' Association. A large fund has been 
subscribed to pay the expenses of 
a committee recently sent to Wash- 
ington to obtain the rescinding of an 
executive order under which rent was 
being charged for quarters 
on 
the 
zone. 
This committee was success- 
ful.This success was the direct cause 
of the new organization since it dem- 
onstrated, according to moving spirits, 
what could be clone if an organized ef- 
fort is made. The new associa-ton pur- 
poses to have prepared and presented 
in Congress a measure providing for 
suitable reward for the civilian canal 
employes j^ist as the various army 
and navy officers have been rewarded. 
The employes will contend that, this 
reward should be in the shape of 
longevity pay so that those who have 
been on the isthmus for a certain num- 
ber of years will be given a 'yearly in- 
creasei-.i salnry. This is to include all 
employes' whether members of unions 
or not. It is likely that, to this bill 
a pension system will be appended. 
The association already has gather- 
ed a fund of about $25.000 from as- 
sessments made upon all the employ- 
es, practically all of whom already 
have joined and have paid at least 
a portion of their assessments. A 
weekly paper will be started which 
will be., distributed to all the employ- 
es and also to many government ofrt- 
cials in Washington as well as to 
every member of congress. 
It is declared probable that in order 
to accomplish its objects the associa- 
tion will establish offices in Washing- 
ton for the purpose of making a di- 
rect personal appeal to members of 
Congress. 


Berlin, Aug. 9.—While England ap- 
pears jus-t now to be showing a-strong- 
ly socialistic tendency in the organ- 
ization of its industries for military 
purposes, Germany has been acting in 
the same spirit since the war began, 
bu't in a different way. 
It regularly 
gives the preference, in placing army 
contracts to artisan 
workmen 
and 
their organization. 
One of these organizations recent- 
ly reclved an order for 1.000 provision 
wagons, costing $4,000,000; and when 
certain manufacturers tried to get a 
part of the contract, they were told 
to apply to this organization. 
The preference given to artisan or- 
pani?,a'tions is so marked that the 
Hanck'lstag, or association of cham- 
bers of commerce, has several times 
made representations to the Prussian 
ministers of war and the interior, 
looking toward increasing the orders 
given to the manufacturing establish- 
ments. 
The Handelstag argues that 
the manufacturers also have fixed 


bodies of -trained workmen who are in 
special need of earning a livelihood 
during the war. 
On the other hand. not. a fr-w min- 
or manufacturers, who actually 
get 
army contracts, have a grievance of 
a different character. They complain 
•that they are not permitted to oo:i> 
pete directly 
for 
orders 
in surfo 
amounts as they can handle, but ti-;lt 
contracts are given out in large quan.

win be plenty of exhibits of interest. 


The boys may also be of great as- 
sistance to their fathers in preparing 
tbeir grain and forage plants for the 
general exhibit. G. B. Mortimer of 
the Wisconsin college 
of agriculture, 


at the request of Prof. Bewick, 
has 
sent out detailed directions for the 
preparation of these exhibits for the 
coining f.rrs, and now is iho time for 
gathering in the grain and making it 
readv not only for our Janesville .fair, 
but for the later fairs as well. Rock 
county is a leader in grain raising and 
should have a good showing not only 
at local and county 
fairs, but at the 
state fair as well. 
The directions above 
referred to 
follow: 


Sheaf Grains. 


Selection. — The 
grain 
crops 
will 
soon be ripening and if we are. to get 
the very best for show samples we 
must be right on the job for these 
reasons: 
1. Only the very best is wanted. 
2. Good color is a very important 
item in grains. Dews and rains dis- 
. 
color jrrain at ripening time. 
3. The grain should not get 
too 
ripe; it breaks up easily and shatters. 


It is a good plan to go into the fields 
to make 
the selections before the 
grains are dead ripe and before the 
binder goes into the field to cut the 
crop. It is not so easy to select good 
heads and straw from the bundles 
made by the grain binder. 
Care 
should be taken, however, not to se- 
lect the samples before the grain is 
really ripe, otherwise the beads will 
look greenish and the kernels will be 
shrunken. 
This sample should represent the 
variety for which it is shown; hence 
the extremely large heads that are 
found growing along the edges of the 
fields should not be taken. 
Select 
plants 
of good average 
size 
and 
weight. As the height of the crop can 
only be determined from the length of 
the straw the plants should be cut off 
close to the ground. One more word 
about 
the 
selection—always select 
more than will really be used. This 
will give an opportunity for futher 
selection when the samples are being 
prepared for the sheaves. 


Curing 
and 
• Storing.—The 
next 
step following the 
selection of 
the 
plants is to know how to cure them -,o 
as to keep the very best color. This is 
the fundamental rule.—always 
cuvo 


show grains under cover away from 
the sun and in a dry. airy place that 
is free from birds and mice. Care 
must be taken not to pile the plants 
up too much. Here is a good plan. 
Either bind them up in loose, small 
bundles by tying the twine close to 
the. 
butts of the straw, allowing the 
heads to be very open, or else spread 
them out on shelves or tables. 
The 
bundles may then be hung up with 
heads hanging downward. 


Making the Sheaves. — After 
the 


planrs have thoroughly 
cured 
the 


sheaf samples are ready to be made. 
We all want samples that show a nice 
oright straw. This is a good way to gat 
it. Strip off the leaves, including the 
part that wraps around the straw. 
This may seem like a slow jub. but it 
doesnt' take much time when you once 
get 
started. With

stripped, we are now ready to make 
the sheaves.

What was said regarding 
the selection o£ grains applies equally 
well in the case of forage plants, in- 
dividual selection in the field, follow- 
ed by curing under cover is the best 
Eractice. In this way the leaves do not 
reak off readily and a nice

green color is kept. 


Making the Sheaves.—In the 
case 
of grasses such a,s timothy, 
red top, 


blue grass, etc., the same rules apply 
as were stated regarding the 
small 
grains. 
In making the sheaves of clo- 
vers and alfalfa we must be 
careful 
to avoid the loss 
of leaves. 
The 
sheaves should be neatly made 
and 
tied up much the same as the sheaf 
grains. 
The forage samples may be 


stored with the grain samples until 
ready for use.—G. B. Mortimer, Wis- 
consin College of Agriculture, request- 
ed by State Club Leader.

AGED GERMAN WHO DIED 


COLLECTED CIGAR TIPS

Munich, Germany, Aug. 9.—One of 


the oddest Characters in all Germany, 
Joseph 
Willroider, 
has 
just 
died, 
aged 77. To the artistic world o£ Ger- 
many, he was. known, as a brilliant 
painter, but to a much larger circle, 
a circle which embraced hundreds of 
poor children, he was known as the 
man who 
collected cigar 
tips 
for 


their benefit. 


Collecting tips—the tiny part of cf- 
gars cut off before lighting the weed 
•—was Willroider's fad and had been 
for many years. 
He had collected 
thousands, the weight of which ran 
into hundreds of pounds and with their 
proceeds had purchased clothes for 
poor children at Christmas time. 
Willroider, many of whose 
paint- 
ings are in the famous Munich Pina- 
kothek, formerly lived in Duesseldorf. 
From another artist, Buehlmiester of 
Vienna, he learned that cigar tips 
were valuable, and in due time found- 
ed the "Cigar Tip Collecting Associa- 
tion of Dueseldorf," At the beginning 
of his 70th year, he himself had amass- 
ed 300 kilograms or about 661 pounds 
of tobacco in this manner. 
For several years Wilroider and his 
associates 
in this unique enterprise 
took care of orphan children in Dnes- 
seldorf each year, but eventually they 
were able to extend their benefac- 
tions to poor children in towns near 
Duesseldorf. 
As the unusual char- 
ity found it way into the newspapers, 
other organizations similar to Will- 
roider's were founded throughout Ger- 
many, and exist today.
